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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 1 1/28/2003. 

2 The cancellation of claims 2, 4 and 18 is acknowledged. Pending claims are 1, 3, 5-17 
and 19-24. 

3 The rejections of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 103(a) are withdrawn because of 
the applicant's amendment. The claims now required that ratio of the rate of oxidation of hair 
dye precursors / rate of diffusion of hair dye precursors is less than one. 

4 Claims 1, 3, 5-17 and 19-24 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amended claims required that required that the ratio of the rate of oxidation of hair 
dye precursors / rate of diffusion of hair dye precursors is less than one. The claim method also 
required that steps (c) and (d) to be part of the claimed method, in which the hair be contacted 
with a composition comprising an oxidizing agent or a basifying compound for a period of about 
30 seconds to about 60 minutes. The closest prior art of record (US 5,580,357) does not teach or 
suggest a method for treating hair with the steps as claimed, wherein the rate of oxidative of hair 
dye precursors / rate of diffusion of hair dye precursors is less than one. Further, the prior art 
does not suggest a kit for permanently coloring hair as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject 
matter, as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair 
dyeing formulation.
